ENGLAND § DIPLOMACY. 


In the diplomatic contest for alliances it 
would appesr that Ergland is making better pro- 
gress than Russia. Besides permission to pass 
herships through the Dardanelles, it is stated 
that she has secured an understanding which 
secures for her the friendly neutrality of Persia 
in the evert of an angio-Russian war. 

The shah of Persia, it is said, has already for- 
bidden the Russians from conveying warlike ma- 
terial across Persian territory, even near Astrabad. 

The British agent at Tehar reports that England 
can secure any friendly alliance she desires with 
theshah for a British guarantee of integrity of 
Persian territory and a money grant. 

Whether the shah would be able to prevent Rus- 
sia from violating thé termsof the alliancs is, 
however, another question. 

The understanding concluded between Aus: 
triaand Greece seems to be directed against the 
growth of Russian influence in the Balkan penin- 


sular, 
ENGLAND’S TREATY WITH TURKEY. 


Publication of the report that an agreement had 
been concluded between Eugland and Turkey 
under terms of which the former power secures 
free passage for her ships through the dardanelles 
in the event of war with Russia and the porte 
secures the occupation of the Soudan by way of 
Suakim, and the restoration of Cyprus in five 
years from date, has caused some . @on- 
cern among English diplomats. Many 
politicians affect disbelief of the _ report 
on the ground of excessive consideration given by. 
England. The report, however, emanates 
from a source which has been found gener 
ally reliable, and is published to-day in several of 
the Paris papers. 

HOW IT LOOKS IN ST, PETERSBURG, 

St. PETERSBURG, May 2.—The German Gazette 
states that it is credibly informed that peace is as- 
sured in consequence of the present diplomatic 
action of Fngland. Itis a retrogade movement 
which she seeks to make as decently as possible, 
The Gazette, in commenting upon this, expresses 
itself as skeptical about the situation being so 
favorable for peace as indicated. 

BRUSSELS, May 2—Le Nasdux in an editorial 
upon the present condition ofrelations of Russia 
and England says: 

“No self-respecting government could 
submit the questions at issye to arbitration. It 
would be impossibie to find: competent aud im. 
partial judges possessing the e‘ements requisite to 
insure an equitable inguiry. 

RUSSIA WILLING TO ARBITRATE, 

It is now known that a.special cabinet council 
held this afternoon was called to consider the 
dispatch received from Sir Edward Thornton at 
St. Petersburg, {in which he informed the govern- 
ment that Russia bad accepted in principle the 
English preposal to submit to arbitration the 
question of responsibility for yiolation of the 
egreement of March 17th.

PARIS, May 2—Prices at the opening of the 
bourse here to-day were firm, but closed weaker. .

The Irish party seek to retain fifty of their 
present seats in parliament by the elec- 
tion of new candidates, Mr. Par- 
nell desires to have Gustin McCarthy, Jr. 
present home rule member for Athlone; Charles 
Dawson, member for Carlow; Mathew Joseph 
Kenny, member for Ennis; William O’Brien, 
member for Mallow; John Edward Redmond, 
member for New [Ressy; William K. Redmond, 
member for Wexford; Sir Joseph Neale McKenna, 
member for Yonghal; Edmund Leary, mem- 
ber for Waterford, and John O’Connor Power, 
member for Mayo, all stand for 
new and more doubtful constituents 
in order to make sure ef securing them, feeling 
certain of beingable to retain present constitu- 
encies of these members with other candidates. 
Parnell proposes the permanent establishment of 
an election fund for the benefit of league parlia.

INSOLENT MORMONS. 


AIRING THEIR SHAMELESS INSTI- 
TUTIONS BBFORE THE PUBLIC. 


Meetings All Over the Verritory—4 Declara.ion of 
Their So-Called Rightse—A& Commission &e- 
quested to Investigate and Report on 
the Condition of Usth—Bte,, Eic. 


SALT LAKE, Utah, May 2.—Meetings were held 
throughout Utah, Idaho and Arizona to-day at all 
the Mormon tabernacles at which a declaration of 
grievances and a protest which had been formula- 
ted at a general conference of the Mormon church 
on April 5th wasread. The declaration is address- 
ed to the president and the people of the United 
States. It begins by saying: 

The condition of affairs imperiling vital in- 
terests of a vast majority of the people of 
Utah and their co-religionists in the neighboring 
states and territories impels us, their repre- 
sentatives, to ° address you. Our rights as 
American citizens are trampled upou, 
and believing it our imperative duty in the pres 
ence of danger to protest against the gigantic evil 
which threatens not only our liberties, but the 
liberties of every freemau, we, in general mass 
meeting assembled, in the name of freedom, 
justice ang humanit make this appral for 
relief and protection. We are un- 
popular with our fellow countrymen. It 
is our religion which makes usso. Weare a smal! 
minerity in their midst, but we have yet to learn 
that there are grounds upon which to justify ina 
land of Jiberty acts of oppression which we, as a 
setae from the beginning oi our history have 

een made tosufler. Asto our religious faith, it 
is based upon. evidence which, to our minds, is 
conclusive. Ourconvictions are not to be aestroy- 
ed by legislative enactments or judicial decisions. 
Force may epsiaye the body but it cannot con- 
vince the mind. To yield at the demand of legis- 
gator, or judge, the rights of conscience would 
prove us recreant to every duty we owe to God 
apd man.,’’ 

“Among the principlesjof our*relizgion is that of 
immediate revelstion from God, one of the doe- 
trines so revealed is that ofcelestial or plural mar- 
riage, for which, ostensibly, we are stigmatized 
and hated, Thisisa vital part of our religion, 
decisions of courts to the contrary, notwithstand- 
ing.’’ The declaration then in defending the 
practice of polygamy declares that practice, as un 
derstood among occidental nations, is a 
system ol sensuality, but the  lat- 
ter dsy faints believe that mar 
riage When properly solemnized exists in eternity. 
Every faithin! woman fn thechurch believes that, 
in order to insure her exaltation in the presence 
of God she should be married, or sealed, to an uo 
right, faithful man, The declaration then says: 
“Acting upon this belief these alliances are 
formed while on earth uper the 
principle that man is not without 
woman, nor woman without man in the Lord. 
They firmly believe that God has revealed this to 
them as his command, but while patriarchal mar- 
riage, as it is termed,isa partof their faith and 
practice, they bave no idea that it shonld become 
uniyersal. Equality of sex,if no other reason, 
would prevent this. Itis a mistaken idea that 
our church favors the propagation of this doctrine, 
or secks to establish it asa universal system. At 
the same time,we fully believe that women should 
be married,eveniftwoor three of them, as in 
the family of Abraham. Jacob and others, 
become the wivesof oneman. Instead, therefore, 
ofour system of marriage promoting sensuality, 
experience has proved that it checks it; and in- 
stead of being destructive to the family relation, 
it is preservative Of it. Plural marriage was the 
publicly proclaimed doctrine of our church in 

52, Congress declared it a ¢rime in 1862 but tue 
Jaw ebpacted against it remained for seventeen 
years a dead letter, federal officials hesitating to 
eniorce it, as if they doubted its constitutionality. 
The law of 1862 was’ not declared constitutional 


‘until the 6th of January, 1879, 


Plural marriage was, thercfore, openly taught 

nd practiced ten years before any law existed 
agaivst it. and twenty-seven years bad elapsed 
frem the time of its first pubiic promulgation 
until thesupreme court decided ths law to be 
constitutional. Thus, itis apparent that plural 
marriage was not introduced in violation of law, 
but was enacted against this principle of all re- 
ligion.’’ The charge of treason and rebdelliou 
made against Mormons is declared to be unjust 
and untrue’ The fact is cited that their quota ol! 
500 men was sent two thousand miles overland to 
pssist the United States in fizghting against 
Mexico. It is asserted that the general government 
bas ever been wi.ling to lend a willing ear toall 
reports of sedition made against the Mormon peo- 
ple, and that when investigated they have always 
been exploded, A strong complainotis made that 
the government has refused to confer statehood 
upon the Mormons, although Utah has all the 
qualifications of population, wealth and stability 
ef commerce and society. It complains that

A FEARFUL FIRE. 


ix Persons Burned to Death and Fourteen 

. Seriously Injured. 

New, York, May 3.—At 12:50 this morning, @ fire 
brokeeut ina room at the rear of John Hum- 
phrey’s liquor store at 672 First avenue, The 
Lhilding is five stories high, the upper floors being 
occupied as a tenement house. 
The room spoKcen of was filled 
vie trash of an inflammable nature aud quickly 

umedup filling the house with smoke, The 
tenants became panic stricken. Some jumped to 
the street from the windows and others 
rushed down stairs falling over 
each other and suffering ivjuries of more or less 
Serious nature, Ail the ambulanees in the city 
were Ccalied to the spot. At 1:30 it was fouad 
that six lives had been lost and fourteen persoas 
were injured, 

The dead were John Humphrey, his wife, his 
four months old child, and a servant girl; Mrs, 
Kbrepchamer, a widow, and Elizabeth Hurley. 
aged 22, who jumped from the third floor. 

The injured were three adult females, sufucat- 
e@ and§ suffering from burns: one had a broken 
knee, she jumped from the top window. Fuur 
mien suffocated and bruised; two women su ffoca- 
ted and bruised ; three boys suffocated and bruised ; 
one girl suffecated and bruised. The fire was soon 
€Xtinguished.and the damage to the building 
was slight. Caristiva Koerner, aged 48, who lived 
on the fifth floor, also died from suffocation.

Its mother 
went back from the window and was not seen 
again, Itis supposed that she was suffocated. 

Meanwhile some firemen had turned streams 
of water upon the flames and it was 
FOOL possible for them to go through the house 
end search the rooms. They carried out a dozen 
persons who appeared to be alive, aithough in- 
sepsible,and tried to restore them. The bodies 
of five dead persons were carried into the 
coal cffice adjoining and laid on the floor, 
One or two were partly dressed. They had de- 
layed too long in their rooms before making an 
attempt to escape. 

ihe appearance of all of the bodies gave proof 
of a terrible struggle for life. None were much 
burned. Before the flames reached the doomed 
people the smoke placed them beyond reach of 
pain. There were sixteen families 
in the building. The flames Weut up 
rapidly to.the topof the house by way ofthe 
ttairs, which were in the middle of the structure.

THE CASE SETTLED. 


EXTVWEEN TH COMPLAINANTS 
AND THE EAST TENNESSEE. 


The Erd of a Troublesome Litigation—Terms of the 
Settlement-The Order of Court—Judége Ham 
mornd’s Remaerks—A Peaceful Soluticn of 
a Case of Deep Concera—Stc. 


Yesterday the famous case of the disputed re- 
eecivership of the Georgia division of the Kast Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad was brought 
to an end by a settlement which was approved by 
Judge Hammond. It was rumored night before 
last that efforts had been made to bring abouta 
solution of the trouble which was hampering the 
operations of a great railroad and subjecting 
the.public to serious loss and inconvenience. The 
announcemert that the settlement had been affec- 
ted was the talk of the day, 

ALL OVER ATLANTA, 
and there was a universal expression of gratifica- 
tion that the trouble which only a week before 
threatened euch serious consequences 
bad been adjusted so that the road could go right 
ahead unbampered in its operations. The case 
bad been set for a hearing before Judge Ham- 
mond at 9 o’clock ona rule requiring the é¢om- 
plainants to show cause why he should 
not hear the case on its - merits 
at that time. The complainants were 
represented by Hoke Smith, Howard Van Epps, 
King & Spalding, Julius Brown and Pat Calhoun. 
The railroad’s attorneys were A. O. Bacon, Hop- 
kins & Glenn, Judge Lochrane and W. M. Baxter 
of Knoxville. Judge H. B. Tompkins appeared 
for the Central Trust company, of New York. 

THE CASE SETTLED, 

When the case was called by Judge 
Hammond, Mr. Hoke Smith said: 
“Set for this morning isarule egainst complain- 
ants to show cause why the case of Angier, et al., 
versus the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad, should not be heard at once upon its 
meilits, Satisfied that the decision heretofure 
rendered by your honor was unassailable, and 
believing that the jurisdiction of this 
court should be sustained regardless of 
consequences, we would have been ready to 
apewer the motion of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
snd Georgia railroad, but on yesterday an agree- 


mentor settlement was reached which was satia- 


factory tc our clients. In consequence of their 


‘settlement the bill will be dismissed.” 


After this announcement Judge Hammond 
madeafew remarks which were heard with pro- 
found attention, 

JUDGE HAMMOND’S REMARKS. 

Judge Hammond said in substance: 

The dismissal of this case relieves the court of a 
troublesome litigation, but 1 feel it my privilege 
as wellasmy duty, in view of what has trans- 
pired in the way of public meetings and what has 
been said in the press criticising my official action, 
tomake a statement cf what ruling has been 
made in the case and the reasons the court had in 
making it. 


I stated emphatically a ‘inetly when the 
case was before me on the .rfier hearing, after 


the adjudication, that the stat¢ court receiyer was 
entitled to the possession of the property; that I 
would not hear the receiver of the federal court or 
his couneel, either directly or imdirectly, on the 
question of the appointment of a permanent re- 
ceiver in this court until the authority and juris- 
diction of this court was recognized by a delivery 
of the property to the receiver of this court, 

This ruling has been criticised by the pablic 
and by the press as being upona mere technical- 
ity. 

The statement has been made that the court

person, There are many persons who believe that 
Mr. Fink cught to be the receiver of the entire line 
and while he- was holding the road here 
as the receiver of another court and denying the 
right of this court toappointareceiver at all, it 
would have been manifestly impossible to make 
him the receiver of thiscourt. The appointment 
would have been a faree that would have brought 
contempt and ridicule upon the court because he 
would refuse to acceptit. While I will not say 
that I would have appointed Mr. Fink as the 

ermanent receiver of my court, lL willsay that it 
iad been my intention, from the first, whenever 
the question of the appointment of a permanent 
receiver came before me, to select him if it should 
appear that that wonld be for the best interest of 
ail parties concerned.

Ma- 
jor Fink left yesterday at 12:30 for Knoxville well 
pleased with the results. He promisesto put the 
road in first class condition at once, and to main- 
tain it as a competing line in Georgia as long ag 
he holds the position ot receiver of the road. He 
is in earnest without a doubt in what he wants to 
do and feels kindly toward the people of Georgia 
and to the people of Atlanta. 

The state is relieved by this settlement of a 
troublesome lawsuit that would have cost the 
county of Fulton more than the settiement 
makesin heatringand determining the lawsuits 
incident toit. In addition to that the men who 
have been discharged from this réad will be im- 
mediately put to work and their number 
will be increased. .We will havea new depot’for 
the road constructed as soon as it can be done, and 
everything will goon forthe prosperity of the 
city and state.

Atlenta is a lovely Georgia town, but it hap- 
pens to be in Texas. It is in Cass county, and 
these Georgians talk about changing the name 
from Cess to Bartow. Thereis a Dalton and 
a Marietta inthe county, and the Alabam- 
ians here have named their little village Cus- 
seta, and there is also a Lanier and a Coweta 
township. Casscounty is on the line, the 
eastern line and the Georgians and Alabam- 
ians stopped here to rest, and they have not 
gone done resting yet. The soil is a sandy 
loem, and the forests look like old Georgia, 
erpecially the pine belt that occupies a large 
area. The lumber business here is just amaz- 
ing. There are forty large mills between 
Jefferson and Texarkana, seventy miles, 
Some of these mills cut one hundred thousand 
feet a day. The freight agent who 
hes itall to move, told there wa3 now 
ore hurdred millions of sawed lumber upoa 
the mi}l yards and saw logs for as much more. 
The beyous along the railroad are full of logs 
—logs by the ecre, and one can croas the lakes 
on these rafts of logs. The average price of 
lumber at these miils is twelve doilars a 
thousand. Itall goes west tobuild up new 
towns and enlarge the old ones. Atlanta is 
only four ycars old and now has 2,000 inhabi- 
tante. I found Professor Looney here teach- 
ing a large school. He is well-known in 
Georgia’ es one of three brothers—all teachers 
of fine reputation. The good people here and 
hereabcuts are a unit for Georgia and Alabama 
—all southern to the core and delight ta honor 
their old mothers—the states they moved 
from. 

Texarkana isa novelty. I never knew until 
now whereits long curious name came from, 
Texas and Arkansas, and it is all right, for the 
state line splits the town in two. This line 
does notrun with the streets, but diagonally 
and right through business houses and pri- 
vate residences,‘s0 that when the merchant is 
behind his ceunter in Texas his customers are 
in-Arkaneas. I thought that there would be 
some conflictof laws, and thereis some—es- 
pecially about crime—but these people all 
unite in everything for, the good of Texar- 
kane, and the criminalscan’t dodge over the 
linetodo any good.

They have a double city gov 
ernment, two msyors andtwo marshsls, but 
there is no clash or conflict and’ no jealousy.

The recent decision of the supreme pour:, 
itissaid, places the debt question of Vir- 
ginia where Mahone found it. This is the 
claim of Mahone’s followers, and it should 
be received with some allowances. When 
Mahone began to tinker with the finances of 
Virginia, that state hada debto! about $30,- 
000,000, Itis sometimes stated that one- 
third of this sum belonged to West Virginia, 
which had been torn from Virginia during 
the war. But the debt of the o'd state be- 
fore the partition was $15,000,000, In 1571, 
after a number of fruitless efforts to havea 
division of the debt with West Virginia by 
arbitration, Virginia passed an act for the 
payment and funding of the debt by the 
surrender of the old bonds and the issue of 
new bonds for two-thirds of the principal 
and interest, The ether third was repre- 
sented by certificates which declared that it 
would be paid whenever West Virginia pro- 
vided the means of settling its share of the 
debt. 

Mabone began his agitation in 15/5 over 
{he $30,000,000 debt. Though one-third of 
the original debt had been practically repu- 
diated, he and his followers demanded a re- 
pudiation of $13,000,000 more. His first biil 
repudiating $15,000,000 passcd the lezisla- 
ture, but was veioed by Governor Holliday; 
but Mabone had so thoroughly deceived the 
people that the control of the state passed 
into ihe hands of the readj usters. 
The NKiddleberger bill was finally 
parsed, and is now the law. 
This bi!l reduced the debt of the state 
from $30,000,000 to $19,000,000, and provided 
that the coupons of the bonds issued under 
the act of 1871 shonld not be receivable for 
taxes. It is upon this provision that the re- 
cent supreme court decision is based. 

This decision is creating considerable stirin 
Virginia, but if the pecple are bent on carry- 
ing out the readjustment scheme—and they

A LULL IN WAR NEWS, 


Both sides ere now professing a desire for 
peace, Itussia perhaps sees that Eagland 
means war if her demands are uot complied 
within some form, and so both sides are 
thought to be trying to find a way out of the 
difficulty that does not involve a sacrifice of 
honor or of prestigeat homeor in the east.

_t/eincident has grown to greater propor- 


ticns amerng the English jingoes than the 
boundary question itself. The war party in 
Russia is even more active and emphatic 
than the war parity in Engiand, and the two 
governments are yery much badgered in try- 
ing to maintain their political strength and 
in finding a way to ayoid aterrible war. If 
such men as M, de Giersaud Mr, Gladstone 
could consider the entire case free of pressure, 
they would soon find out’ how to runoa 
boundary line and satisfactorily explain a 
fight between irresponsible and unruly out- 
posts. They would doubtless resort to arbi- 
tration, because it would let both powers out 
of ihe complications without the necessity of 
a backing-down on the part of either. 

If the negotiations resultin arbitration, it 

is conceded the arbitrator must be of tune 
highest rank, Only twomen have thus far 
been suggested in the dispaiches, One set of 
correspondents cons der the king of Denmark 
the best choice. One daughter ef the Dane 
is married to the czarand another to the 
prince of Wales, He would certainly bean 
impartial and just arbitrator. Bat other 
correspondents declare that the responsibility 
and honor will fall upon the broad shoulders 
of President Cleveland; and if he should be 
aked by thetwo powers, both friendly, to 
restore peace in the old werid, he could not 
well refuse. There is no reason why he 
should refu:e toact. It would involve no 
trabtgression of the traditional policy of this 
couutry in relation to the affairs of Europe, 
and the president's award would not concern 
1satall, Whether it was respected or dis- 
regarded, we would be under no other obli- 
gation then that of neutral powers gen- 
erally, 

But if, as many believe, there is an irre- 
pressible conflict between Russia and Enag- 
land, arbitration is a dream. The sword 
must setile it. If Russia must have a road to 
the Arabian sea, or must fightin order to 
overcome her domestic troubles, there is no 
need of an arbitrator. If England desires to 
raise her prestige inthe east, and considers 
tbis a good cpportunity to strike her great 
Asiatic riva!, arbitration is out of the ques- 
tion. Butif the two netions really desire a 
feitiement that will enable them to get along 
bappily as neighbors in Asia, an arbitrator is 
what they need at present, and America has 
a man who would execute the international 
task with coolness and dispatch.

THE REBELLION IN MANITOBA 
The situation in the northwest has not deen 


materially changed since the repulse at, 


Clark's crossing, on the south fork of the 
Saskatchewan, which occurred one week ago 
last 'ricay. The south fork crosses the Cana- 
dian Pacific road about one hundiecd miles 
west of Qu’Appelle, andit joins the north 
fork not far below Prince Albert, The dis- 
tance from the railroad to the junction of the 
two forksis about two hundred miles, and 
steamboats could passover the entire dis- 
tance were it not for the position of Riel on 
ihe banks of the river. General Middleton's 
militia are at Clark’s crossing, and Riel is at 
Batoche crossing, near Duck Lake, the dis- 
tance between the two armies being about 
thirty miles, and Riel isabout fifty miles 
from Prince Albsrt, a fort above the junction 
of the two forks of the Saskatchewan. 

If Middleton can drive R elfrom Batoche, 
he can tot only open the south fork, but he 
can march down the stream to Prince Albert, 
which has been, and is vet, threatened by the 
insurgents. As we go up the north fork we 
rst come upon Irvine’s mounted police, and

If he can defeat Niel at 
Batcche, and open the south fork to steam- 
boat navigation, thus enabling him to relieve 
Prince Albert, the rebellion will collapse. He 
started very confident that if heonce reached 
Riel’s lines, he would deliver a blow that 
would crush him. He has found Riel, and 
has partially at least tested his strength, and 
he does not seem to be in a hurry to bringon 
another engagement. Heis within a day’s 


‘march of Riel’s headquarters, but for some 


reason he hesitates to attack him, It is not 
known why he hesitates. But it is known 
that if he gets sufficient strength, and over- 
throws Riel at Bateche on the south fork, the 
war will soon be ended. Jtiel is between the 
two forks, and a disastrous fight would render 
a retreat very hazardeus. Middleton is un- 
doubtedly trying to hem him in, 80 asto 
compel his surrender after the next battle. 
But on the other hand, if Riel should prove 
altogether the strongest, (;eneral Middleton’s 
militis, two hundred miles away from their 
base of supplies, might be glad to accept 
terms yery much like thoze that General 
Middleton is doubtless trying to force upon 

tiel. Atany rate, Middleton and Riel are 
facing each other on the southfork, not far 
from Prince Albert, and it is upon their 
movements and efiorts that the whole trouble 
turns, and not upon the fate of the detached 
stockade forts of the north fork.
